Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 31-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 31 recites rotating a developer member but does not recite means to rotate 
the member (such as by the recited shaft or gear or other means). 

Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Murayama teaches pertinent prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-30 are allowed. Independent claim 1 recites a gear device for use within an 
image forming apparatus comprising: a shaft having a shaft first axial section offset from a shaft 
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second axial section, the shaft second axial section having a head; and a gear having a gear first 
axial section offset from a gear second axial section, the gear first axial section having teeth on 
an exterior surface and an engagement member on the gear second axial section; the gear being 
operatively engaged with the shaft with the shaft first axial section positioned within the gear 
first axial section and the shaft second axial section mounted within the gear second axial section 
and the engagement member positioned behind the head.
